"Assembly friends of Mr. Ekern, 


according to the News, are said to 
have declared after the opinion of 
Judge Stevens was handed down yes- 
terday, that 
if 
any attempt were 


made by Governor McGovern to again 
'use force in removal from office of the 
insurance commissioner, it would im- 
mediately be followed by an impeach- 
ment resolution in the assembly. But 
'that body may rest 
in the matter 


pending an expected appeal 
to be 


taken by Mr. Ekern."

reported to be facing an angry mob o. 
striking miners in the little mountain 
village. 


With Sheriff. Bonner Hill and his 


men, were Captain Guy Levy and twen 
ty-men and a small party of minei 
guards, and it is their belief 
thej 


coulci maintain their .position for 
ah 


indefinite period. They are 
armec 


with modern rifles and rapid fire guns 


Sheriff Hill asked the governor to- 


day for troops but at the executive 
office it was stated that no 
action 


would be taken until 
the details of 


last night's rioting had been received 
here. 
Significance is attached to the 


fact that two miles from the scene of 
last night's skirmishing is located one 
of the largest camps of-sriking miners 
and shooting from a train attacked on 
the Chesapeake, and Ohio Ry., during 
the night was in the direction o£ this 
camp. 


It was feared that if any 
of the 


women and children 
had been hurt 


that the sheriff and his men would be 
unable to restrain the angry men as 
they outnumbered the posse ten to 
one and are said to be well armed. 


The martial 
proclamation 
under 


which troops were sent into the coal 
fields last year is still in force. 
The 


legislature is in.session and it is rum- 
ored that the governor would confer 
with some of the leaders before acting 
on the call of Sheriff Hill for troops. 


The strike took on a more serious 


turn soon after noon when Governor 
Glasscock instructed Adj.-General- El- 
liott to assemble 
six companies of 


ilie national guard and hold them un- 
der arms. 


The governor today prepared for 


transmission .t.o the legislature this 
afternoon a 
special message 
detail- 


ing the situation in the coal country 
and asking the legislature .'o declare 
martial law. 
Should the legislature 


not take action, the governor sa.id to- 
day he would 
order the 
companies 


now under arms into t.he disturbed 
district.

to any 
fighting. 
It 


merely mentioned the departure of 
King Ferdinand for the field.

He died in 1539 


and his body was buried in the cathe- 
dray in San Juan, where the remains 
of many of the fifty bishops of the dio- 
cese have been, deposited. 
This cathe- 


dral marks the site 
of the mother 


church in the Amare'csis.: and 
while 


much of the present building, is mod- 
ern, parts of it date back to early in 
1600.

Gives Interesting Account 


Of The Battle At Franklin 


The following- account of the bat- 


tle at Franklin. Tenn., is taken from 
the files of the Gazette fifty years 
ago this spring. 


We are permitted to publish the fol- 


lowing letter from Lieut. Col. Blood- 
good of the 22d Wisconsin, written 
the night, of the fight at Franklin. It

One should always make out a list, not only of

Twice during that day I went back to a shop in which 
I had bought one article, for another. It will certainly 
save time if, before leaving home, or on the journey to 


town, you make out a list of shops to be visited in the order of their con- 
venience. Under each shop write down the articles which you want to look 
for there. 


If you are going to have several things to carry .do not try to carry them 


separately. It is confusing to try to keep track of them, to say nothing of the 
danger of loss,—and confusion often tires one more than actual work

have some kind of a bag or case to carry them in or have them wrapped up 
together.

Don't let yourself get too tired. Five minutes spent in the rest room just

Be sure to wear comfortable shoes and a light, small hat.
